(a) It is odferv'd by Herodotws, 
That Neptuze was a God brought 
out of Zyb7a into Greece, and there- 
fore properly feign'd by Homer to 
dclizht in the Countrys thereabour. 


(b) There is great varicty of Ex- 
poſition upon this Place amongſt 
the ancienteſt of the Greek Gram- 
marians, Ariſtarc9us, Crates,Cc. all 
whoſe 'Conjetures are produc'd 
and refuted by Strabo, in the Firſt 
Book of his Geography:After which, 
hc thus delivers his own Opinion , 
That as the ancient Grecians call'd 
all che more Northern People Scy- 
thians,or Nomades, and the Weſtern 
Celte, Theres, or Celt-Iheres, &&c, (0 
they call'd all that liv'd upon the 
Southern ocean, from Faſt to Weſt, 
e/£thiopians, not thoſe onely which 
lic South of ©/Zgypr.

Iſlands which be in the Bay of Peſts, 
not far diſtant from' Capree, who held 
many places on the neighbouring Con- 
tinent, eſpecially the Promontory of 
Minerva, ſo calld, becauſe during 
their Reign an Academy was there E- 
reaed for the propagation of Learn- 
ing, Which decame fo famous for Elo- 
quence and all Liberal Sciences, that it 
gave an invention to this Fable of the 
tiweetneſs of the Voice and attrafting 
Songs of the Sirens. But Archippns 
tells of a certain Bay contracted within 
winding Streights and broken Cliffs, 
which by the ſinging of the Winds and 
beating of the Billows report a de- 
lizhtfull Harmony, alluring thoſe who 
ſail by to approch, when forthwith, 
thrown againſt the Rocks dy the 
Waves, they are ſ\vallowed in the vio- 
lent Eddies.

The Nymphs weaving their 
purple Webs upon Rocks of Stones « 
fhenified the Soul's framing its garment 
of Bloud and Fleſh upon the ſolid foun- 
dation of the Bones. Hony was aC- 
counted purgative ; and therefore in 
ſome Inituations the Hands were waſh'd 
with it in ſtead of Water, and the 
Tongue was cleans'd from all its offen- 
ces. By the Olive,facred to Minervaz 
the Goddeſs of Wiſedom, Which greW 
near to the Cave, was fignified, that 
this World was not formed by Chance, 
but by ſome intelle&ual Being, ſepara- 
ted indeed from it, but whoſe Seat 
was near, upon the head of it. This 
Olive being d«3wais , conſtantly flor” 
riſhing, did aptly denote the perpetual 
Deſcenfion and 'Aſcenfion of Souls, tor 
Which this Cav2 was conſecrated. 
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(5) Spondanxs was unhappily miſta- 
ken in the meaning of this place, who 
thoughtthat #/yſſes had here delivered 
how by the afhiftence of Ainerva be 
eſcaped ſome imminent Danger in the 
Palace of Agamemnon 3 Who never 
came thither, asappears by the whole 
Series of this Book : but itis clear that 
4lyſſes faies onely this, That: he had 
been murthered like Agamemnon , in 
his own Palace, had itnot been for the 
Advice of Minerva, Now the man- 
ner of the death of Agamemnon he had 
learn'd from Agamemnon's Ghoſt in his 
deſcent into Hell, as it isat large deli- 
vered Odyſſ.

Thereſt of the Dodoneans agreed with 
them in the relation, My opinion of 
thzm, ſaies Herodotus, 1s this : If it be 
true that the Phxnicians carried away 
theſe two holy Women, and ſold one of 
them into Libya, the other into Hellas ; 
it ſeems to me that this Wom1n was ſold 
to the Theiprotiars in the Coantry now 
calld Hellas, before Pelaſgia, where 
during her Slavery fhe conſecrated the 
peace near a neighbouring Oak: it being 
probable that ſhe, who had been conſecr a- 
ted to Jopiter in Xgypt, would retain 
the memory of him here. Now theſe 
Women were call d by the Dodoneans 
mMaaJes, Pigeons, becauſe, uſing au 
unknown Language, they ſeem'd to ſpeak 
like Birds : but that this after a while 
ſpake with a humane woice ; becauſe ſhe 
by converſation had learn'd the Greek 
Tengue. When they ſay the Pigein was 
black, rhey fienify that the Wrnan was 
in Kgyptian.

Eumeus brought him here, but I don't know 
Whether he may be calf d a Friend or Foe. 
When thus Antinons Subulcut chid ;
